Questions asked by 
most callers are: “Is there a polio 
epidemic? What precautions can 
we take to guard against polio? 
What are polio symptoms?” 

Although the polio incidence is 
heavy at present, due to the fact 
that we are still within the period 
of greatest polio prevalence, it 
cannot be called an epidemic, The 
public however, should be vigilant 
in the recognition of precautionary 
measures and symptoms. If the 
facts are known, fear and anxiety 
will be dispelled. 

Statistics on polio incidence com- 
piled by the national foundation 
from data provided by the U.S. pub- 
lic health service show that of* the 
28,914 new cases, of polio reported 
in the United States since Jan..J of 
this year, California accounted for 
1,645 cases. During the week ended

Nov. 4, 1,089 new cases had been re- 
ported throughout the nation, with 
California totaling 61 cases. 

Although the anticipated 1950 pol- 
io incidence of 1949, 42,173 cases, 
this is not a true reflection of the 
actual number of polio victims re- 
ceiving foundation care, or of the 
economic drain n March of Dimes 
resources, 

Over 17,000 patients, carryovers 
of the 1949 case load, plus over 13,000 
still older carryover cases, continue 
to be cared for with March of Dimes 
funds.
